After the ex-Senior Fellow in Kashmiri proceeded on 
study leave with effect from the 8th of January, 1975, the 
department could not function properly for a period of nearly 
seven months. In fact, the activities of the department had 
for the initial three years remained limited to the purchase 
of books, equipment, furniture, etc. and to procuring of grants 
from various agenciss for implementing certain research projects. 
In order to revitalise the department the Vice-Chancellor on 
26th April, 1975 appointed a Consultant Committee comprising 

the following members 

1. Prof. M, D. Hajini, 

2. Shri A. Rahman Rahi, 

3. Shri Muzzaffar Azim : and 

4. Shri B. N. Kalla. 


Shri Gulam Nabi Gawhar (Magistrate 1st cicss) was co¬ 
opted as an additional member of the Committee. 

In order to make the Committee more effective and 
broad-based, Dr. Shams-ud-Din Ahmad, Head of the Post¬ 
graduate Department of Persian, the University of Kashmir 
and Shri Mohd. Yousuf Taing, Director of Information. Govern¬ 
ment of Jammu and Kashm r, now Secretary, Cultural Academy, 
Srinagar, were included as members of the Committee. 


With a view to making the Department academically viable, 
the Consultant Committee recorr-n.ended that the Department 
should undertake some projects for the development of the 
Kashmiri language and its literature. With the appointment of 
the present Senior Fellow in the month of July, 1975 the 
Department became active and a number of projects and 
immediate requirements of the Department were drafted in con¬ 
sultation with the members of the Consultant Committee In 
order to implement th-se projects, the University Council 
sanctioned a grant of Rs. 53,000/- which enabled the department 
to take up the following projects in hand 
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1. Preparation of Basic Books in Kashmiri 

The Depertment, was for the first time in Its history 
provided with an additional grant of Rs. 20,000/- for preparation 

SooKs in Kashmiri on various scientific and non— 
scientiiic subjects to serve as material for extra reading for 
students and scholars interested in Kashmiri. As many 
as 17 manuscripts of the Basic Books were got prepared, 
reviewed, finalized and these stand now ready for the press. 
The books, when published,, will be felt extra-ordlnarily Import- 
tanf for the language as a whole and will pave way for the 
inevitable introduction of Kashmiri at various levels. These 
books are also expected to prove to be of much value for the 
Diploma Course in Kashmiri, which the Department intends to 

start during the year 1976-77. 

2. Dictionary of Men of Letters 

The project regarding the compilation of a Dictionary of 
Men of Letters of Kashmir was taken up in hand with a view 
to preparing and consolidating in one volume a sort of a 
reference book providing a brief bio-data and a concise des¬ 
cription ot works of all ancient and modern prominent writers 
of Kashmir irrespective of whether they wrote in Sanskrit, 
Persian, Hindi, Urdu or English. This much-needed project 
was also readily approved of by the University Council and a 
grant of Rs 5.000/- was sanctioned for this project. The 
Dictionary was divided in various Sections and eminent professor 
and scholars having due knowledge and experience of their 
respective fields were assigned the duty of editing the Dictionary, 
It was with the active co-operation of these editors that four 
sections of this Dictionary were completed and the remaining 
three sections I. e., Sanskrit, Arabic, and Persian are nearing 
completion. This project, when complete, will be a very useful 
addition to Kashmiri Literature. 

3. Additional Staff

The Department, organised a two-day seminar on the 6th 
and 7th of December, 1975. at S. P. College. Srmagar, which 
was unanimouslv acclaimed by the local press, radio 4 television 
as a historic event of great significance for the rea deve i>p- 
ment of the Kashmiri language and its literature. It 
the first time that scholars and men of letters of the 
State as a whole participated in a semi.ner on Kashmiri and 
expressed their views for the advancement of this language. 
Six research papers were read out at the seminar 
which upturned some virgin soil and opened up new vi 
into the past, the present and the future of the language ar-.d 

literature In question. Even the 2 day discussions that 
the basic papers (all of which have been tape recorded or 
the Deptt.) were, apart from their being representative 0 
various shades of opinion valuated as being qualitatively o 
quite high order. The department has edited all the proceedi gs 
of the Seminar and proposes to publish them shortly in ‘h® ^ 

a Souvenir. It is as a result of this .

writers at large that some of them have offered the Department 
their donations in cash for conducting such competitions, and 
the Department has been obliged to accept them in anticipation 
of its being approved by the competent authorities of the University. 

7. Tri-lingual Dictionary 

With the financial assistance of the Ministry of Education, 
Government of India, the Department has taken up a project 
regarding the completion of two Tri-Lingual Dictionaries, namely:- 

(i) Hindi—Kashmiri—English ; &. 

(ii) Kashmiri—Hindi—English. 

The Board of Editors appointed for this purpose has 
already completed the first Hindi—Kashmiri - English Diction¬ 
ary and the second one, namely, Kashmiri—Hindi English 
Dictionary is nearing completion. When complete, this project 
will raise the status of Kashmiri still higher amidst other sister 
languages of the country. 

8. Starting of a Diploma Course in Spoken and Literary 
Kashmiri 

A proposal to start a Diploma Course in Spoken and 
Literary Kashmiri was sent to the University Grants Commission 
which readily accepted it. For this purpose the Commission 
has already sanctioned an amount of Rs. 75,000 during the 
5th Plan period. This amount will be in addition to the expen¬ 
diture which the Commission may sanction for the appointment 
of teaching and non-teaching staff for starting the course. 

A proposal regarding the latter expenditure has already 
been sent for approval to the Commission. In the meantime, 
the University Academic Council has adopted the Syallabus and 
Courses cf study for the said course, and, after approving a 
set of statutes that are envisaged to govern the course, the 
Acadejjwic Council has recommended those for adoption by 
other concerning bodies of the University.

The Blood Donation Camping was started by the N. S S. 
Volunteers to donate blood to the Indian Red Cross Society. 
About 100 students and teachers from various Colleges donated 
the blood. Adult literacy classes were conducted in the villages 
by N S S Volunteers, besides classes for children of the slum 

were also organised Social Service Camps were held by the 
N. S. S. Volunteers at the time of Hazratbal Mela Mela, Khir Bhavani 

and other religious places. 

The special camp'ing programme was organised by various 
colleges affiliated to the University, in which 419 volunteers 
participated. The theme of the special camping programme w 
"Youth for Rural Reconstruction". The camps were held in the 

rural areas of the valley. 
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The following assets of permanent value to the community 
were constructed ; 

1. A 1.5 k. m. long link road In the village Prang by the 

students of Islamia College; 

2. The students of Government College, Anantnag laid 5000 briks 

and collected other building material for addition of two 

rooms to a Middle School which was otherwise housed in 
just two rooms. The building will be constructed in the 

second phase of the camping. 

3. The students of Government College, Anantnag repaired a 

Culvert/Bridge connecting two villages that was destroyed 
by the floods. 

The students also raised a new 200 ft. bund over bidder 
Stream in Anzipora. The bund was washed away by the flood 
waters. The timely action by the campers saved other villages 
from onslaught of floods. The students of Gandhi Memorial College 
repaired the badly damaged link road (Dhari-Muran Road) in 
Tehsil Pulwama and made it servicable. The students of Govt. 
College, Sopore and M. E. T. Teachers’ College, Sopore constructed 
several public conveniences, bathrooms, latrines in the village of 

Dugal Teng and Tulibal, repaired a link road adjacent to college 
connecting the village Dugal Teng with main road. The road was 
badly darr^aged by the floods. They also saved the Lime-Kiln 
from disaster from the incessant rains and floods. 

The students of Government College, Baramulla constructed 
and repaired a 6 k. m. long link road in Baramulla. 

The girl students of Government College for Women, M. A. 
Road and V* B. College for Women, Rainawari launched environ¬ 
mental sanitation, planning of better environment, cleanliness 
drives, campaign against dowery and other social evils, organised 
family planning seminars, mass immunisation of children and drive 
against literacy. They went from home to home and cleaned all 

the lanes, compounds and houses of the villages Danpora-Nishat 
and Chandpora-Shalimar. 

The students did laudable work in undertaking programmes 
pertaining to literacy, family planning, eradication of social evils. 
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small savings, held discussions on various problems to motivate 
villagers to take part in Nation Building. The students also 
organised community sport and presented Cultural programmes. 

The student volunteers were working in close co-operation 
with the local people and under the guidance of the programme 
Officers, Principals, Village Headmen and several officers from 

various development departments.

3. 2. Curricular Sphere 


The courses of study for all the ten semesters constituting 
the B. E. programme of the University of Kashmir were comple¬ 
tely rearranged, over-hauled and up-dated. Many new courses 
and optionals were introduced. The Boards of Studies in 
various disciplines met to recommend course contents, LTP 
hours, text-books and reference materials and fresh panels 
of paper setters and examiners. These recommendations were 
piloted through the Faculty Meetings of 1976 by the Dean, 
Faculty of Engineering and forwarded to other University 

bodies for approval. 

All these courses taught during 1976 were based on the new 
scheme, under which branches were alloted to students at 
the 4th semester level and not at the 6th semester level. 
Lecture diaries were maintained by teachers and lectures 
and tutorials were held on schedule in spite of a temporary 
set back on account of the college shifting from the 

Nassembagh Campus in July, 1976. 

The department of Eelctrical Engineering prorosed the introdu.
